the borough

and, as a result, 
no prosecutions could be brought for 
exceeding the speed regulations. 
The signs which are 
being placed 
to-day are both 
durable arui attract­ 
ive. 
The 
product of the Gettysburg

IMPORTED SEED PRICES. 


Crimiion Clover and Hairy Vetch Seed 
Show Upward Tendencies. 
Prices for Imported crimson clover 
and hairy vetch seed have recently 
shown such ti marked upward ten­ 
dency that specialists of the Ignited 
Hates department of Agriculture fear 
that tho cost of these seeds, of which 
Europe is the chief source, will inter­ 
fere with the increasing use of these 
leguminous clover crops. 
In fact, it is 
feared that the prices of tile seed of 
these legumes may go so high as to 
make it inadvisable to plant them this 
year. 


before the present till ropes n condi­ 
tion's arose crimson clover seed was 
Belling at from M to $o per bushel. 
T’p to Aug. I."* there was a scarcity of 
this sor'd in tho I'ii It cd States, owing 
to the fact that tho receipts from E u ­ 
rope were smaller titan usual. 
The 
prices tften advanced to from $7!r»0 to 
?!> per bushel. Since that date Importa­ 
tions have continued to arrive, until 
now thoro is more imported seed 
available for fall seeding than there 
was in this country a year ago at this 
time. 
This seed, according to the de­ 
partment's Information, was nil Import­ 
ed at approximately tho same price as 
that sold for .Si to 54..V) per bushel in 
the early part of the season. The pres 
ent high pricy therefore Is regarded 
by the department as unwarranted 
from the standpoint of the supply nml 
the Import price of the seed.

dealers are continuing to sell at the
